Sukarno and Djuanda reject- 
ed their demands at ceremon- 
ies restoring presidential pow- 
ers to Sukarno after a 40-day 
foreign tour from which he re- 
turned Sunday. In his absence 
the office had been held by 
the speaker of Parliament 
Sartono 

“Upon my return,” Sukarno 
said, “I observed that small 
groups had imposed their own 
egotistical desires on the na- 
tion. I denounce these desires 
as unlawful acts, in violation 
of the Indonesian state.” 

The President charged that 
the rebels were “used by for- 
eign countries as a means of 
putting Indonesia into one of 
the (East-West) blocs. But we 
like our foreign policy to be 
active, free and independent,” 
Sukarno said 

Sukarno did not specify what 
foreign countries he meant. In 
the past he has accused West- 
ern powers of seeking to enlist

The new plan calls for elim- 
ination of the tunnel and open 
cuts proposed by Saarinen, and 


Suggests that the tracks be 
placed at ground level at the 
eastern, low-lying end of the 
levee 

Track relocation at ground 


level would mean a big saving 
to the railroads It was esti- 
mated that this would cost 
slightly less than $1,000,000, in 
contrast to the $5,053,000 cost 
of constructing a tunnel and 
open cuts to remove trains 
from view when they pass the 


memorial site 

But the low portion of the 
levee where the tracks would 
be placed is subject to flood- 
ing on an average of 19 days 
each year Flood protection 
would be required, creating 
new difficulties in the way of 


developing the 


memorial 


Supposedly Settled Novy. 29. 

It was believed that the 
thorny question of track relo- 
cation had been settled last 
Nov. 29 when a memorandum 


of understanding was signed by 
representatives of the railroads. 
the National Park Service and 
the city. In this agreement the 
parties accepted revised plans 
calling for construction of a 
tunnel 1260 feet long and open 
cuts, instead of a 3000-foot 
tunnel, which would have cost 
$14,000,000 


All that remained to be de- 
cided was how the $5,053,000 
cost of track relocation would 
be divided among the parties, 
it Was understood. Mayor Ray- 
mond R. Tucker appointed a 
subcommittee to make recom- 
mendations on cost division, 
and had expected a speedy 
solution when the subcommit- 
tee met with him at City Hall 
yesterday, 

HoweVer, instead of coming 
in with a report on cost shar- 
ing, the subcommittee reopened 
the question of track reloca- 
tion method. George Mueller, 
attorney for the Terminal Rail- 
road Association, announced 
that the railroads are conside! 
ing the feasibility of placing all 
the tracks at ground level 

No Conclusions Reached. 

Studies of this new plan are 
under way, but no conclusions 
as to feasibility have been 
reached yet, Mueller reported 
Since this plan would not pro- 
vide flood protection, the meet- 
ing turned to discussion of the 
possibility of eliminating flood 


walls which were a part of 
the revised Saarinen plan 
Any further revision of the 


plans for track relocation would 
require approval by Saarinen, 
the city and the National Park 
Service

ception of their duties; clubs 
are used to beat prisoners: a 
disciplinary room in the base- 
ment of one of the dormitories 
is “a stinking hole,” and some 
prisoners were forced to re- 
main in the hole much longer 
than their penalties for rules 
infractions

committee, appointed by Cart-

No Prediction on Date. 
Mr Eisenhower did _. not 


make any forecast as to when

Introduction advanced 
courses of and 


methods of instruction in high 
school were among broad 
changes in traditional concepts 
of secondary education out- 
lined in a report made public 
here today. The report follows 
a two-year study of United 
States high schools for the 
American Association of School 
Administrators 
Pointing out that 


college 


Americans 


now are appraising education 
and other public services “in 
the light of startling new evi 
dence, flung into the sky, of 
Russian scientific progress,” 
the report warned that the 
United States “might fail to 
realize its greatest destiny be 
cause of imadequate provision 


for the education of our youth.’ 
The report was prepared by 


a commission of 10 public 
school educators for the asso- 
ciation, which will open a re- 


gional convention here tomor- 
row. About 9000 public school 
superintendents and others are 
expected to attend 

‘Outmoded Curriculum.’ 

The study, which was made 
public’ by Philip J. Hickey 
superintendent of instruction 
in St. Louis publie schools and 
president of the association 
said an “outmoded, entrenched 
curriculum” constitutes a ma- 
jor weakness of the secondary 
school in many communities. 


At a press conference today, | 


Hickey predicted that “the 
whole operation of secondary 
schools’’ would be accelerated 
as a result of disclosures ol 
Russian scientific accomplish- 
ments following launching of 
the two Soviet satellites. 

Fear ‘that the public might 
be “stampeded” into demand- 
ing unwise changes in educa- 
tional programs as a result of

Hickey said findings of the 
study commission “confirm” 
actions taken by the St. Louis 
schools in providing advanced 
training for gifted children and 
the so-called “three-track” edu- 
eational program in_ high 
schools. 

In its report, the commis- 
sion called for the use of ad 
vanced courses of study as 
early as the first year of Junio! 


high school 
“Such courses, in their sim- 
plest forms,” the report noted, 


“can be a telescoping of three 
years of work Into two 50 that 


superior students in seventh- 
rade English. social studies, 
mathematics or science can tin- 
ish their ninth-grade work a 
year ahead of time 
Instruction Methods. 

In addition to curriculum 
changes, the report proposed 


that college instructional meth- 


ods be used in the “higher 
grades” of high schools These 
would include extensive read- 


ing assignments, problem solv- 
ing. the use of written reports 
and a more rapid learning pace 

Recognizing current concern 


over the United States lag be- 
hind the Soviet Union in train- 
ing of scientists, the report 
stressed the need for improv- 
ing “the qualitative aspect” of 
scientific education offered in 
high schools It also recom- 
mended more emphasis on VO- 
cational training to meet man- 
power shortages in such job 
classifications as skilled .ma- 
chinists, toolmakers and die- 
makers 

Other recommendations in- 
eluded 

“An intelligent, far-sighted 


approach to a national plan for | 


financing education,” recogniz- 
ing the need for federal assist- 
ance in order to “maintain 
schools equal to our national 
needs” and to eliminate edu- 
cational inequities among the 
states

At another point, Palmer ac-

telephone rates in Florida. 


Recommended Mack. 


Palmer said he recommended 
Mack for appointment to the 
commission in 1947, when 
Palmer was Mayor of Miami 
He said Mack had worked for 
him just prior to the appoint- 
ment. On an earlier occasion, 
Palmer said, he had recom- 
mended Mack for a job with a 
private concern 
resentative Williams, Palmer 
said the J. Y. Gooch Con- 
struction Co. did “between 
$8,000,000 and $10,000,000” 
in telephone company con- 
struction work in a six-to- 
seven-year period after Mack 
was appointed to the state 
commission. 

Palmer acknowledged that 
most of the telephone com- 
pany’s construction work was 
done by another firm before 
Mack's appointment. The 
witness said he had an agree- 
ment with the Gooch com- 
pany that he was to receive 
50 per cent of its profits.

At one point. Carter broke 
in.and said he had found that 
definite records as .to occu- 
pancy of “hole” cells are not 
kept He added that Apple-

The former governo first

UN SMALL LOANS 


ee 


By a Staff Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 21 
—A regulation by the State 
Division of Finance. makes it 
possible for a small loan com- 
pany to sell a more expensive 
tvpe of insurance policy as 


securitv for the loan. it was 
learned toda, 

As explained by Finance 
Commissioner G. H. Bates, the 
new - tegulation gives the bor- 
rower an option of taking one 
of two types of insurances. One 


is a diminishing type, in which 
the amount of the face value 
decreases as the loan is paid 
off. In the other kind, the 
face value remains the same 
throughout the life of the 
loan The regulation was 
adopted last September 

The first kind costs $1 for 
each $10° of the face value of 
the policy, the other costs $2 
for each $100 

Bates said no company is 
permitted to sell more than 
two policies to a borrower on 
a single loan 

That limitation also was 
adopted last September. when 
the borrower was given an op- 
tion as to choice of policy 
Previously a company was free 
to sell as many policies per 
borrower as he could be in- 
duced to buy 

Bates said that with the non- 
diminishing type of policy, the 
borrower is able to provide in- 
come for a beneficiary other 
than the loan company in the 
event of death. He said some 
borrowers are unable to obtain 
life insurance from _ other 
sources

WASHINGTON, . Feb. 21—) 
The nation’s intercity truckers | 
concluded three days of testi- 


mony here yesterday morning 
before a Senate investigating 
committee, studying the “pre- 
carious” condition of the rail- 
roads. They showed a wide 
split within their own ranks. 

The exemption from fed-| 
eral transportation regulations 
of farm commodities was up- 
held in testimony of truckers 
who transport such “exempt” 
products. This was in contrast 
to the position taken earlier 
this week by the industry's 
recognized spokesman, the 
American Trucking Associa- 
tion. 

Several witnesses for the 
A.T.A. told Senate  investi- | 
gators on Monday and Tuesday, | 
just as the railroads had tes-. 
tified last month, that truck- 
ers believed Congress should 
clarify the agricultural ex- 
emption clause of the Inter- 
state Commerce Act. The 
A.T.A.’s representatives said 
they concurred with the rail- 
roads on the proposition that 
transportation rate exemptions | 
should be strictly limited to 
giving “farmers and fishermen | 
flexibility in the movement of 
their pro@ucts to market.” 

Economy Praised. 

Yesterday, however, two 
truck operators told Senator 
George A. Smathers, chair- 
man of the Senate surface 
transportation subcommittee, 
that 30,000 to 40,000 truckers 
were engaged in the transpor- | 
tation of exempt agricultural 
commodities. These “exempt 
carriers provide more effi- 
cient and more economically 
feasible transportation of agri- 
cultural commodities than do 
certificated carriers,” said Ed- 
win N. Yeary, president of the 
Yeary Transfer Company, Inc. 
‘A certificated carrier is one 
holding authority from the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission 
to operate over fixed routes.) 

“I strongly disagree with 
previous carrier witnesses,” 
Yeary said, “that elimination 
or substantial narrowing” of 
the. present provisions of the 
agricultural exemption clause 
is desirable. 

William O. Bohlke, president 
of the Federal Trucking Com- 
pany of Federalsburg, Md., 
whose company holds no op- 
erating authority from the 
ICC but transports only 
those commodities exempt 
from federal regulation, sup- 
ported Yeary’s contentions. 
Both men stressed, however, 
that they spoke for their own 
companies and not for or- 
ganizations affiliated with the 
American Trucking Associa- 
tion. 

Disputes Atkinson Views. | 

Bohlke took strong excep- | 
tion to testimony given last 
month by Arthur K. Atkinson, 
president of the Wabash Rail-| 
road, that broadening of the'| 
agricultural exemption by the 
courts had resulted in a sub-| 
stantially reduced percentage 
of rail traffic in frozen foods. 
Atkinson is a St. Louisan. 

Ernie Adamson, an attorney 
claiming to represent “several 
motor common carriers,” said 
he believed the rails were 
short-changing themselves in 
handling “piggy-back” traffic, 
or the hauling of loaded high- 
way trailers on flatcars. 

Adamson insisted that the 
railroads “be required” to re- 
institute passenger service on 
all lines and branches where 
such service has been aban- 
doned in the last five years. 
Adamson said it would be 
economically feasible if the 
roads could be freed of labor 
restrictions requiring full 
crews on passenger trains.

Real estate tycoon John Tysen does a steady, multi-million- 
dollar business selling castles in Spain, king-size ranches and 


private islands. 


But he’s the first to admit that a hunk of real estate in 
“Suburbia, U.S.A.” can outsell any island in sight, with or 


without palm trees. 
“Suburban real estate is the 


real money-maker today,” says 
Tysen. “We do a fairly strong 
business in islands and there's 
a steady demand for castles, 


but the bulk of our business is 


in suburban properties—in the 
$40,000 to $75,000 class.” 


Since Tysen is the head of 
Previews, Inc., a concern la- 
bled (against his will) as the 


“Millionaire's Real Estate 
Agency,” this should make sub- 
urbanite property owners feel 
properly snooty but possibly 
spendthrifty. 


“The best dollar buy today.” 


Tysen believes, “is not suburb- 
an. It’s probably a European 
castle. A castle is as economic 
a house as you can get: taxes 


overseas can be as watered 


down as weak tea. And in Eu- 


rope, you can have a castle 


and servants to run it. too.” 


What price castles in Spain? 


Tysen, who frankly admits he 


sells 10 castles in France to 


each castle in Spain. offers a 


nice 25-room job near Barce- 


lona on the Mediterranean. 


Price: $77,000. Taxes: $85 a 


year. 


A bigger castle in Austria, 
plus 1700 acres of husting 
estates, is on the block for 
$150,000, with privileges to 
shoot Ibex and Golden Eagles 
on the neighboring Krupp 
Estate included. 

Tysen also has a nice as- 
sortment of Caribbean Islands, 
which are the most in demand 
and which he says, “are just 
about the easiest thing to sell.” 

“Castles and islands are pure 
luxury,” Tysen admits. “They 
are used as homes, not play- 
things, but they are luxury in 
the sense that you're not buy- 
ing them to make a profit.” 

“Ranches are different,” 
added the man who recently 
sold 71,000 acres of New Mexico 
real estate for $2,000,000. “They 
have a much better market be- 
cause they are bought as 
money-makers, as businesses.” 


Tysen, who also sells can- 
yons, farms, ghost towns and 


tunnels for a commission, says 
there’s no slump in high-priced 
real estate in spite of all the 


mutterings about business re- 
cession. 

“Our average property list- 
ing runs to $62,000," he ex- 
plained. “That's what you might 
call middle-upper bracket— 
definitely not millionaire—and 
for people with money and a 
big. family, it’s not as expen- 
sive as it might appear.” 

In any price bracket, the 
bulk of real estate activity 


comes from Suburbia, says 


Tysen. His personal candidate 
for the strongest real estate 
area around today is Con- 


necticut, which is the forty- 
sixth state in size, but number 


one state for commuting from 
the New York executive's point- 
of-view. 

“Connecticut is the center of 
so much business probably be- 
cause of two things: Freedom 
from state income tax and good 
community zoning laws,” Tysen 
explained. He added: 

“We can sell anything in

Under the Sullivan bill, 
FHA-insured mortgage would 
not have to foreclose on the 
purchaser in order to collect 
FHA insurance against loss on 
the defaulted mortgage. In- 
stead, the FHA could take over 
the mortgage directly and pay 
off the lender FHA could 
then work out arrangements 
with the purchaser to pay up 
his back payments as he gets 
back on his feet financially 

Noting that St. Louis and 
scores of other major indus- 
trial centers across the nation 
have recently been placed on 
the depressed areas list of 
cities with substantial unem- 
ployment, Mrs. Sullivan said 

“The mounting joblessness 
which has accompanied this 
tragic downturn in our econ- 
omy could set off a new wave 
of home foreclosures and evic- 
tions unless we take steps im- 
mediately to protect the pur- 
chasers of FHA-insured homes 
who are in temporary finan- 
cial straits due to circum- 
Stances beyond their control 
This can be done through a 
simple amendment to the hous 
ing law, without costing the 
Federal Government a single 
cent and without in any way 
hurting the lending institu- 
tions holding these mortgages 

“As a matter of fact. it is 
quite possible we could save 
FHA substantial sums of 
money out of its insurance 
fund by making it unnecessary 
to sell off defaulted properties 
during a depressed real estate 
market. At the same time. we 
would be helping families 
which otherwise would lose 
not only everything they in- 
vested in their homes but the 
roof over their heads as well.” 

VA Already Follows Plan. 

Congresswoman Sullivan ex- 
plained that when the pur- 
chaser of an FHA-insured 
home defaults in his mortgage 
payments, the Government is 
already obligated to guarantee 
the lender against loss. But in 
order to recover in such a 
case, the lender has to fore- 
close on the mortgage FHA 
then takes over the property 
and disposes of it on the mar- 
ket, sometimes losing money in 
a depressed market if the prop- 
erty brings in less than the 
amount of the insured mort- 
gage 

On the other hand, Mrs. Sul- 
livan said, under the Gl-home

loan program, every effort is 
made to enable the veteran to 
hold on to his home during 
periods of temporary unem- 
ployment or other financial dis- 
location, The Veterans“Admin- 
istration is authorized to. pay 
off the lender and take over 
the defaulted mortgagerwithout 
foreclosure, meanwhile enabl- 
ing the veteran to catch up on 
back payments over a reason- 
able period of time 

This has a dual advantage, 
the Congresswoman said, pro- 
tecting a worthy home pur- 
chaser from losing his home 
because of temporary financial 
difficulties while also avoiding 
distress selling of property 
when the market for housing 
falls. 

Same Authority Sought. 

“There Is no reason why we 
should not provide the same 
discretionary authority to FHA 
on FHA-insured mortgages as 
we do to the VA,” the Con 
gresswoman declared “Why 
permit a wave of -FHA-insured 
mortgage foreclosures during a 
recession if it is not necessary 
to protect the Government's in- 
terest’ 

“The home buyers who are 
now running into economic dif- 
diculties through temporary 
unemployment caused by the 
recession had to prove origin- 
ally they were good credit 
risks in order to qualify for 
FHA-insured mortgages. They 
should now be given a fair 
chance to hold on to their 
homes if their future prospects 
for getting back on their feet 
financially look good 

“The foreclosure process is 
a hardship to the home owner 
and is costly besides. He often 
ends up losing his home and 
everything he has invested in 
it because of economic condl- 
tions beyond his control.” 

The Congresswoman recalled 
that in the depression of 1929%- 
33. the wave of foreclosures of 
private homes reached such 
alarming proportions that one 
of the first steps of the New 
Deal Administration of Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt in 1933 was to 
put through the Home Owners 
Loan Corporation plan to pro- 
tect home owners from evic- 
tion, establishing a moratorium 
on mortgage foreclosures to en- 
able them to work off their 
indebtedness.

dustry to locate in their com- 
munities is sounded by Robert 
E. Boley, secretary of the In- 
dustrial Council of the Urban 
Land Institute of Washington, 
D. C. in an article in the cur- 
rent issue of Urban Land. 

The Institute is an independ- 
ent research organization spe- 
cializing in urban planning 
and development. It maintains 
three 25-man councils of busi- 
ness leaders and urban experts. 

There are more than 7000 
industrial development groups 
currently at work in the United 
States and Canada actively so- 
liciting industries to locate in 
their areas Many of these 
agencies operate in the same 
metropolitan area and Boley 
suggests that they should fa- 
miliarize themselves with the 
needs and services of their 
neighboring communities. If 
they locate a large new indus- 
try in their town, they must 
be aware of what demands in 
the way of schools, roads, 
sewers and other facilities it 
will make of their adjacent 
areas 

Boley said that the best way 
to combat “wasteful and cut- 
throat” competitive practices 
and to overcome urban juris- 
dictional problems is to estab- 
lish overall metropolitan gov- 
erning agencies. However, un- 
til there is more widespread 
acceptance of this idea, he of- 
fers the following seven-point 
program to develop closer in- 
ter-area cooperation: 

Educate local groups and 
agencies about the need for 
cooperative industrial develop- 
ment 

Set up an overall metropol- 
itan area industrial develop- 
ment council with representa- 
tives of all local area councils. 

Coordinate community in- 
dustrial development programs 
with a “master” or general 
plan, designed to guide future 
industrial growth into harmo- 
nious patterns 

Draw up a good comprehen- 
sive zoning plan for the metro- 
politan area 

Take steps to correct those 
conditions which are not con- 
ducive to healthy industrial 
growth 

Determine which commu- 
nities are best suited to par- 
ticular types of industrial ac- 
tivities and conduct promotion- 
al efforts accordingly. 

Avoid unwise competitive 
practices, particularly artificial 
inducements in the form of 
special tax concessions 

Industrial development is a 
necessary and desirable part of 
urban growth, he says. It is 
needed to provide employment 
opportunities, stimulate busi- 
ness and balance the economy

I have had over 15 years’ re- 
search work in farming and gar- 
dening Before we began’ our re- 
search work the soil was almost 
white We began using garbage 
and other waste materials to build 
up the soil During the second 
year we began to reap the bene- 
fits from this fertilizer; we had 
real live soil, a very productive 
soil, raising vegetables, fruits, ber- 
ries, also food for stock Our 
greatest profit from this experi- 
ence came from the elimination 
of the use of poisonous sprays and 
chemical fertilizers The result 
was more tasty food 

Other cities are converting their 
garbage and trash, including tin 
cans, glass, wood and any othe! 
trash ordinarily picked up by a 
trash wagon, into a non-burning 
natural fertilize This fertilizer 
has three major elements and 20 
minor elements 

Let me plead to the public to 
be aroused to this great catastro- 
phe: Polluted water is almost as 
bad as no water

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More Subtle Than Bribery 


Did ‘Federal Communications Commission- 
er Richard A. Mack pledge his vote in ad- 
vance in a Miami television case? Did he 
switch positions after pledging it? Was there 
any connection betwen his series of “loans” 
totaling at least $2650 from a lawyer who 
represented one of the contestants for the 
television channel and his vote in the FCC? 
Why did he vote to overrule the FCC 
examiner? 

These are but samples of the questions that 
are coming thick and fast as testimony is 
taken in just this one aspect of the investi- 
gation of the activities of the independent 
regulatory agencies. 

But important as it is to run down every 
lead of influence peddling in these important 
agencies, it would be a serious misfortune if 
the original purpose of the inquiry were lost 
sight of in the charges and countercharges, 
recriminations and denials. 

The original purpose was to determine the 
extent to which the big six agencies—Fed- 
eral Communications Commission, Federal 
Power Commission, Federal Trade Commis- 
sion, Interstate Commerce Commission, Se- 
curities and Exchange Commission and Civil 
Aeronautics Board—may have come under 
Executive Department domination in recent 
years. 

This purpose is so important that Speaker 
Rayburn, who helped write the laws creating 
some of the agencies, left his post at the 
rostrum to speak for the inquiry resolution 
on the floor. Then he asked for and ob- 
tained an appropriation of $250,000 for the 
investigation. 

‘ . . 

The decisions these agencies make are of 
consequence to our entire nation. They award 
communications channels worth millions of 
dollars. They decide what is to be done with 
precious water power sites. They pass on 
the truthfulness of advertising in newspapers 
and magazines. They supervise the securi- 
ties markets. They deal in oil and gas and 
railroad rates, airplane routes and fares. 

Yet except when a scandal is in the head- 
lines hardly anyone knows the names of the 
officials who sit on these powerful commis- 
sions and boards. 

The level of the commissions has varied 
from administration to administration. Wood- 


row Wilson named a man so outstanding as 
the great economist, Frank W. Taussig, as 
first chairman of the Federal Tariff Commis- 
sion, and Franklin D. Roosevelt appointed 
many excellent men who acted in the con- 
sumers interests. But Roosevelt also re- 
moved a member of the Federal Trade Com- 
mission, William E. Humphrey, and it took 
the Supreme Court to tell F.D.R. he could not 
legally do so merely because he disagreed 
with Commissioner Humphrey's views. 

What is needed particularly is a corps of 
commissioners of a far higher level than 
President Eisenhower has been appointing 
from the beginning of his first term. It is 
not that they are corrupt, but. rather that 
they so often come from the industries they 
are supposed to regulate. Or they are too 
close to those industries. 


~ * * 


This is not at all the way Congress intended 
the commissions to work. They were to be 
expert bodies, dealing in complicated prob- 
lems in complex fields, from the standpoint 
of the citizen’s best interests. If they are 
not operating that way now, then new safe- 
guards must be developed. 

Though the full story is yet to be told, it 
seems evident at this stage that Dr. Bernard 
Schwartz, the dismissed subcommittee coun- 
sel, fired his buckshot somewhat wildly. Some 
of his charges, like those of all too many 
Washington’ investigators, loomed bigger 
when he was making them than when he was 
proving them. 

Thus he spoke of “the machinations of a 
White House clique,” but when asked to ex- 
pose these machinations in the Miami TV 
case could cite only “circumstantial but not 
direct” evidence. Neither has the charge of 
bribery in this case yet been proved. 

By centering attention on dubious claims 
of financial corruption, Dr. Schwartz may 
have obscured the real evil which cries for 
exposure—the sapping of regulatory powers 
not by anything so crude as bribery but by 
executive and congressional pressures, by 
weak appointments, by peanut politics, by a 
flabby administrative philosophy which per- 
mits the regulated to dominate the regulators. 

Let the House follow out the charges of 
Dr. Schwartz. But let it also keep in mind 
its basic purpose. 


$1.51 for City Schools 


The $1.51 levy that the School Board is 
asking St. Louisans to carry for the next two 
years is essential to the continued welfare of 
the public school system. 

That is the theme of the tax campaign, now 
under way, in preparation for the March 18 
special election. It has been indorsed by the 
St. Louis Council of Parent-Teacher Associa- 
tions, the League of Women Voters, the Pa- 
trons’ Alliance, the St. Louis Labor Council 
and others 

In our judgment such support is entirely 
justified. With the $1.51 rate—21 cents higher 
than the current one—the School Board can 
meet the costs of an expanding enrollment, 
it can staff and maintain the five new build- 
ings to be opened in the next two years and 
it can more adequately compensate its teach- 
ing staff. 

Failure of the levy could be disastrous. 
School income would be slashed almost in 
half. The loss of revenue from local sources 
would run to $10,230,000. The loss of state 
aid would be complete, and would run to al- 
most $7,000,000. 

Since no School Board could stand by and 
permit the system to be crippled in such a 
fashion, almost certainly the proposition 
would be resubmitted. Special elections in 
St. Louis cost about $100,000 apiece. There 
will be no need to spend that additional 
$100,000 if St. Louisans are adequately in- 
formed of the school crisis. 

One way city taxpayers may assess their 
school costs is by comparing them with rates 
in St. Louis county. Even though the pro- 
posed $1.51 levy would be a record high, it 
is still well below all levies in the county. 
They range from a low of $1.94 in Clayton 
to $3.60 in Kirkwood. 

The St. Louis system is a good one. In 
addition to hundreds of classrooms staffed 
by loyal and experienced teachers, it offers 
reading clinics that are nationally famous, 
special schools for all. types of handicapped 
youngsters, technical as well as general high 
school education, and special opportunities to 
the intellectually gifted. These programs and 
facilities cost money. Will St. Louis meet 
the need? There should be no question 
about it. 


More Credit, More Jobs 


To counter the recession, the Federal Re- 
serve Board has lowered by about $500,000.- 
000 the cash it requires its 6400 member 
banks to have available for withdrawals of 
demand deposits. This means that the lend- 
ing ability of these banks has been increased 
by perhaps as much as $3,000,000,000. 

With more money available for loans, there 
should be a decline in the interest rate which 
they now command; money should be cheap- 
er, and this should bring a start on many en- 
terprises held up because money was deemed 
too expensive. More work under way should 
mean more jobs, more purchasing power and 
better business. 

All this is in line with the opinion given 
to Congress by William McChesney Martin, 
chairman of the Board, that the recession can 
be corrected without a tax cut or a public 
building program. Whether this latest move 
—together with earlier measures such as the 
lowering of stock margin requirements—will 
have the desired effect depends, of course, 
on the extent to which the newly available 
funds are borrowed and re-borrowed. And it 
depends, too, on the gravity of the situation 
to be corrected. 

Interesting in this connection is the warn- 
ing of Leon Keyserling, economic adviser to 
former President Truman, that the current 
estimate of 4,500,000 unemployed may be un- 
realistic. Many of those counted in this total, 
Keyserling believes, were merely changing 
from one job to another. He feels that there 
may be only about 2,000,000 actually out of 
work. If this is indicative of the situation 
as a whole, credit and money management 
operations of the Reserve Board may bring 
a considerable measure of economic relief. 

Certainly such operations are not the 
“bankers’ boondoggles” that Senator Wayne 
Morse called them. The easing and tighten- 
ing of credit is a legitimate economic de- 


fs t 


vice. It is no substitute for the production 
on which prosperity depends, but it can fa- 
cilitate such production and, if carefully ap- 
plied, prevent the inflation which would off- 
set it, 


An Act of Clemency 


The crime of which Richard Loeb and 
Nathan Leopold were jointly guilty in 1924 
was one of the most brutal and senseless in 
criminal annals. They killed 14-year-old 
Bobby Franks in Chicago for the thrill of it. 
soth went to Illinois’ Stateville prison and 
Loeb died there—slashed to death in a prison 
fight more than 20 years ago. 

It is no mitigation whatever of their horrible 
act to say now that a majority of the Illinois 
Parole Board has shown itself capable of 
courage and clemency in giving Leopold a 
parole and granting him freedom on a con- 
ditional basis. Leopold’s conduct throughout 
the 33 years has been exemplary 

Were Nathan Leopold never to be released 
on his record of good behavior, it would 
amount to saying that imprisonment could 
not lead to regeneration—one of punishment’s 
basic purposes. 

The Service Commission of the Church of 
the Brethren has promised to employ Leo- 
pold as a laboratory technician in its moun- 
tain hospital near Castaner, Puerto Rico. 
Surely it ought to be better for society to 
have this 53-year-old man ministering to the 
sick on a medically deficient Caribbean is- 
land than to have him continue to the end 
of his life as a charge of the State of Illinois 


New Look Coming 


The pessimists see it as new proof that 
nothing is sacred in these times of flux. But 
the optimists—and we with them—see it as a 
cheerful sign that spring is nearer than it 
seems, Anyway, when the first exhibition 
games are played in a thawing Florida, a new 
baseball box score will hit the sports pages. 

There will be just four columns of figures 
after the players’ names; no assists and no 
put-outs. There will be only AB, R, H and 
RBI, the important elements in the story 
After all, everybody knows that the first 
baseman usually gets a lot of POs, and no 
reporter will neglect to mention the fancier 
As earned fm, say, a nifty double-play. The 
pitchers, however, will be beneficiaries of 
the most radical innovation, a miniature co- 
lumnar box score all their own. Behind a 
pitcher's name will appear his season's rec- 
ord, and then IP, H, R, ER, BB and SO. 
Hurling is being rescued from the foot-notes 
and made as impressive as slugging. Pitch-

Liability Into Asset 


The city’s decision to donate 91 municipal- 
ly-owned parcels of land valued at $700,000 
to the Mill Creek Valley slum clearance proj- 
ect will achieve a whole series of worthwhile 
objectives 

It will get the city out of the real estate 
business. It will bring in back taxes owing 
to both the city and the School Board. It 
eventually will put the land back on the pro- 
ductive tax rolls. It will give the city a 
$700,000 credit with the Federal Government 
on its obligation to pay a third of the net 
cost of preparing Mill Creek for redevelop- 
ment. And since Washington is paying two- 
thirds of the cost of land accyisition, the 91 
parcels of city land will be matched by $1.- 
400,000 in Federal Funds. 

This is turning a dump into pay dirt, mak- 
ing an asset of a liability—and in a way, that 
is what the whole Mill Creek redevelopment 
is all about. A 465-acre slum is to be trans- 
formed into a new, productive and thriving 
neighborhood that will be a gain for the 
whole city.

INDIVIDUAL FREEDOM AND GOV 
ERNMENTAL RESTRAINTS, by 
Walter Gellhorn. (Louisiana State 
Lniversity Press, 215 pas., $3.75.) 


This volume consists of the Ed- 
ward Douglas White lectures, deliv- 
ered at Louisiana State University 
by one of St. Louis's most distin- 
guished sons, Prof. Walter Gellhorn 
of Columbia University. It is erudite 
but easy to read, wise and often 
witty 

The book is confined to three 
aspects—ol much current impor- 
tance—of the internal struggle be- 
tween freedom and order: (1) the ad- 
ministration process, (2) restraints 
on book reading. and (3) restraints 
on the right to make a living. Each 
of these—and our attitudes toward 
them—have a common ingredient, a 
large amount of irony 

Only 20 years ago, “liberals” be- 
lieved that administrative bodies 
would render wise and just deci- 
sions, and that, as far as possible, 
they should be free from judicial

A Bit Too Arch 


NEW YORK, Feb. 21. 
EVERYBODY. AS THEY SAY, is interested in the 
weather. Or. at least, they were up till the other night 
when the Bell Telephone people presented the latest of 
their science series called “The Unchained Goddess” which 
was, as usual, the handi- 
work ef Frank Capra, 
who wss producer and 
co-author, and contained 
the services of Dr. Frank 
Baxter as Dr. Research 
and Richard Carlson as 
Fiction Writer. 

The aims of this series 
are imposingly high. The 
achievements are some- 
thing else again. A sort 
of galloping archness has 
become the hallmark of 
style in these things. For 
instance, Dr. Baxter and 
Carlson were discovered 
talking to cartoon char- 
acters called Meteora, the 
weather Goddess, Thord 
(thunder), Boreas (wind), 
the three Marutas (rain, 
snow and hail) and Cirrus 
(clouds). Dr. Baxter's and 
Carlson's customary way of conversing is not at the camera 
but sort of above and to the right of it, a trick I find both 
irritating and senseless.

However, with all this cuteness went a tre- 
mendous amount of information about one of the 
most fascinating of all subjects—the weather. 
What, for example, is a cloud? What is snow? 
What causes winds? Thunderstorms? All these 
things were bandied about and there were superb 
color films of convulsions of nature from hurri- 
canes to tornadoes. 


The tornado shots alone were worth the price of ad- 


mission. Buildings literally exploded in front of our eyes. 
The twisters moved across the horizon and practically right 
into your living ! a torrent of destruction. The hurri- 
cane shots, particularly of one Maggie which hit Florida, 


were the last words in hurricanes, if you like hurricanes, 
and naturally everyone does. 


MAN HAS THOUGHT ABOUT the weather for cen- 
turies but he has known relatively little about it, until com- 
paratively recently. This show was interlarded with the 
work of the United States Weather Bureau and its fasci- 
nating Air Force planes that plunge into hurricanes and 
plot their direction. Ultimately, they'll try to change their 
course. As a matter of fact, the emphasis now is switching 
from simple prediction of weather to ultimate efforts to 
control it. 


While all this is perfectly fascinating stuff, I 
found it rather sticky going when gimmicked up by 
all the cartoons and the monkey business. Dr. Bax- 
ter is one of my favorite college professors and his 
lectures on Shakespeare are a delight. But these 
pretty little over-simplifications show him at his 
worst which, I must admit, is still pretty darned 
good. 


I have always felt that the whole point of an educa- 
tional television show is lost if you try to mix too much 
entertainment in with it. 


PEOPLE WHO WANT education seek education: peo- 
ple who want entertainment seek it. You can, quite easily 
on these shows, wind up being neither entertained nor edu- 
cated. Every so often the cute gimmicks tend to obscure 
the point rather than spread enlightenment. And there’s no 
doubt that some of them take forever to pass a given point, 
leading one to wonder at what age level Capra is aiming. 
If it's for the very young, then 9 p.m. (in the East), when 
the show began, is too late an hour. If it’s for the average 
guy, then the show is looking down its nose a little too 
much. We're more intelligent than that. 


Still, if you could sit through the gimmicks, there were 
some spectacular shots of clouds and storms and wildly 
pitching oceans and lightning and thunder that made it all 
worthwhile. “The Unchained Goddess” is the third of a se- 
ries of color films shown by the Bell System this year. The 
others were “The Strange Case of the Cosmic Rays” and 
“Our Mr. Sun.”

All Pupils Not Scientists 


HOW EASY IT is for us these days of the cold war 
to lose our sense of proportion and our ordinary common 
sense. Russia puts a sputnik into the sky and we are 
jittery. It is but the part of wisdom to be prepared for such 
an enemy as that darkhearted land, but second thought 
should tell us that we are still the land of the free and 
home of the brave and allow us to behave accordingly. 
We will settle down to that soon. 


One of the results of this “upsetness” is a 
loud cry for scientists. The schools must be geared 
to science. One would think by the noise that 
every school in the land must major in science. 
Now of course that is not possible. How many 
pupils in a school, any school, are potential 
scientists? Very few in my experience. We have 
always taught mathematics, physics, chemistry, as 
well as a few other subjects to those who could 
and would study and learn them. The schools will 
continue to do so but if the pressure of the 
Government is to be put on the teachers to 
make science the beginning and end of education, 
the results are bound to be surprisingly unhappy. 
All students are not scientists. 


What we can do, and should and must do Is to accept 
the fact that science is a specialized subject that only the 
specially endowed students can qualify for. Select them 
and teach them what branches of science they have 
elected. An@, at the same time, insist that they take the 
liberal arts courses as well, lest we rear a host of 
men and women without love or mercy in their hearts. 
History warns us. 


Too, are we going to make the students who 
are not potential scientists feel unnecessary, use- 
leas drugs on society? That could not be more 
foolish for a nation needs its balanced manpower 
if it is to survive. We need the professors, the 
teachers, the workers in every field. A truck 
driver can be as important as a professor, a car- 
penter as a physician, a nurse as a scientist, de- 
pending on the need of the moment and those 
needs have a way of rising at crucial moments. 
While we train scientists we are also, I hope, 
training men and women of worth of character, 
usefulness, and pride in their contribution to na- 
tional welfare in whatever niche they serve. Let's 
hold on to our hats and keep our heads cool.

to Buggsyv Siegel in 1947 and 
Charlie Binaggio in 1950 
There has been virtually no 
internecine warfare in gang 
land in that period, other than 
that ordered by the syndicate 
itself This is exactly what the 
organizers had in mind when 


they combined to eliminate the 
economically unsound flare-ups 
in which gang had difference 


with gang. and settied it with 
guns. In the statute book of 
the new order, it was made 
absolute that there must be 


arbitration before blood spilled 
between rival jurisdictions 
whether both are in New York 
or one is in Detroit and the 
other in Los Angeles.

Carr. 


Dear Martha: 

HOW CAN YOU GET your parents to realize that 
times have changed? My mother believes that if I go out 
once & week I will become like those wild girls you hear 
so much about. Everyone my age, 14 going on 15, goes 
out at least two or three 
times a week. ‘I just 
want to go to good par- 
ties, school dances or 
teen town. I suppose my 
parents are just old- 
fashioned but I think I 
should be able to go out 
at least once a week 
without such protests as 
I get. I have tried to see 
their point of view but 
to me it’s ridiculous. I 
am not one of those 
happy-go-lucky girls who 
likes to go everywhere. 
Just once a week is all I ask. But how can I do it with 
out-of-date parents? M.B.P. 


I would certainly say that as a general rule, 
going to one party or movie or spending one eve- 
ning at teen town each week would be all right 
for a girl your age. I don’t blame your parents 
for being concerned about where you go and with 
whom, but if responsible adults are chaperoning 
these parties, if the boys and girls come home 
at a reasonable hour and if they are well-behaved, 
then I see nothing wrong.

NEW YORK, Feb. 21. 


MEDIATION of the French-
